The statement (8B) exhibits in detail 
the Several species of merchandize and 
other sources from vhich that revenue 
was collected during the year 1808 ; and 
the statement (A) gves a comparative 
view of the importatims and re-exporta- 
tions of the several species of merchan- 
dize for the years 1897 and 1808, shew- 
ing thereby distinctly the effect of foreign 
aggressions and commercial restrictions 
on the importations of foreign articles. 

From the returns dready received for 
the three first quarters ofthe present year 
and from the general knowledge of the 
importations made during the two last 
months, it is believed that the gross a- 
mount of duties on merchandize imported 
during the whole year, will, after deduct- 
ing the expenses of collection, ammount to 
about ten millions of collars. 

But as the debentures issued on ac- 
count of the re-exportations (principally 
of colonial produce) will amount to about 
$3,500,000 collars, the nett revenue accru- 
ed during the year 1809 cannot be es- 
timated at more than six millions and a 
babf. 

It appears by the statement (C) that 
the sales of public lands, have during the 
amounted to 143,000 acres ; and the pay- 
ments by purchasers to near 500,000 dol- 
lars. The proceeds of sales in the Mis- 
sissippi Territory, being, after deducting 
the surveying and other incidental expen- 
Ses, appropriated in the first place to the 
payment of a sum of 1,250,000 dollars 
to the state of Georgia, are distinctly sta- 
ted. 

It appears by the statement (D) that 
the payments on account of the principal 
of the public debt, have during the same 
period, amounted to near 6,730,000 dol- 
lars, the reimbursement of the eight per 
cent stock having taken place on the first 
of January last. But the aggregate of 
payments on account of principal and in- 
terest will not for the two years 1808 and 
1809 exceed the sum of sixteen millions 
of dollars appropriated by law. 

The same statement shews that about 
34,796,000 dollars of the principal of the 
debt have been reimbursed during the 
eight years and a half commencing on 
the Ist of April, 1801, and ending on the 
30th Septeniber, 1809; exclusively of 
more than six millions of dollars paid in 
conformity with the provisions of the con- 
vention with Great Britain and of the Lou- 
isiana Convention.

Whatever may be the decision of Con- 
gress in other respects, there is a subject 
which seems to require immediate atten- 
tion. The provisions adopted for the pur- 
pose of carrying into effect the non-inter- 
course with England and France, partieu- 
larly as modified by the act of last session 
under an expectation that the orders of 
council of Great-Britain had been revoked, 
ure inefficient and altogether inapplicable 
to existing circumstances. It will be suf- 
ficient to observe that exportation by land 
is not forbidden, and that no bonds being 
required from vessels ostensibly empley- 
ed if the coasting trade, por any authority 
vested by law which will justify detention, 
those vessels daily sail for British ports, 
without any other remedy but the preca- 
rious mode of instituting prosecutions a- 
gainst the apparent owners. It 1s unne- 
cessary, and it would be pninful to dwell 
on all the effects of those violations of the 
laws. But without any allusion to the

Surplus Revenue.

It seems that Giles’s resolution, repro- 
bating Mr. Jackson’s conduct in issuing a 
Circular to the Consuls of his Britannic 
Majesty, having’ passed the Senate, was 
sent down to the house for concurrence. 
On its being called up, Mr. Quincy mov- 
ed a resolution, requesting the President 
to communicate to the House a copy of 
this objectionable circular: observing very 
properly that before the House could well 
decide upon the circular, it was necessary, 


presume there is nota man in the United 
States, not belonging to the ministerial 
squad in the House of Representatives, but 
will think so too. Not so did they think. 
The first man that opposed the motion, 
was Mr. Willis Alston, who said every 
body would see the impropriety of calling 
upon the president for a paper not in his 
possession, but which had only appeared in 
the newspapers. Mr. Quincy in answer 
observed, that this circular had been sent 
officially to Mr. Pinkney, and made a sub- 
ject of complaint, as appeared from Mr. 
Smith’s printed despatch, and of course 
that a copy must be on record in his office 
along with a copy of the rest of the des- 
patch. Mr. Dana who had moved to have 
Mr. Canning’s despatch included in the 
call, thoucht with Mr. Quincy that the 
least the friends of the resolution to repro- 
bate this circular could do was to let them 
see it. Mr. Smilie rose and shook a news- 
paper at Mr. Quincy, telling him the cir- 
cular was there, and not in the president’s 
possession. Eppes was in favor of Mr. 
Dana’s part of the motion, but opposed 
Mr, Quincy’s part, and moved for a divis- 
ion. Before it was called, Mr. Gardenier 
rose and took poor Eppes at his word. He 
said he was glad that the gentleman from 
Virginia (Mr. Eppes) had agreed to one 
member of the resolution ; for he must 
upon the same grounds precisely, agree to 
the other. Because the copy of Mr. Can- 
ning’s instructions to Mr. Erskine, were, 
in London, cut out of a newspaper by 
Mr. Pinkney, and sent by him in that 
form to the secretary of state, therefore 
would the gentleman agtee to cali for } 


them. Now the circular letter of Mr. 
Jackson stood exactly the same 
yround ; having beent y the secre- 


tary of state, out of a newspaper ere, and 
therefore he hoped to be indulged in his 
call for that. ‘The question being taken 
on the first member of the resolution, was 
agreed to, 55 to 46. So the ministerial- 
ists were beat. On which Smilie jumped 
up in amazement, and declared he had 
voted on the wrong side by mistake, and 
moved to take the question again; the re- 
sult was the same, though the munority 
wos increased. The question was then 
taken on the s.cond member, and the min- 
isterialists were beat again. After all 
this the ayes and noes were demanded on 
the whole resolution, hoping some one 
would finch. But before the question 
was taken the debate Was renewed with 
great vehemence. Here Smibe felbintoa 
worse b-under than he did when be voted 
against himself, for he asked “ of what 
great imporiance was the cireulaP note, 
that so much pains should be taken to in- 
troduce it into the House?”

After him came Mr. Dana on the same 
side, and at length the question was taken 
and carried, leaving the ministerial party 
in the minority the third time. 

I cannot dismiss this report without two 
remarks, and they shall be brief. In the 
first place I am surprised to find that it did 
not occus to any member of the House to 
found his call upon the president for the 
Circular on the circumstance that Mr. 
Smith had sent the house a mutilated des- 
patch and the copy of this Circular was’ 
necessary tocompleatit. ‘“ To the other 
inclosures (he says in his letter to Mr. 
Pinkney which had been laid before the 
House} J add a printed cofty of a paper 
fiurfiorting to be a circular from Mr. Jack- 
son to the British Consuls in the United 
States. This paper speaks for itself.” 
The first and most obvious question then 
would be, where is this paper? It was not 
sent to the House, it was suppressed, and 
the document was incompleat without it. 

The other remark is, that it will be ’ 
seen on turning to the case of Count De 
Palm, the minister from Vienna, in the 
time of George the second, that there is 
Ro sort of resemblance between his case 
and that of Mr. Jackson.. De Palm pub- 
lished a paper in direct contradiction of 
his Majesty’s speech. Now unless the 
administration will adopt the National In- 
telligencer as their official organ, there is 
not the most distant resemblance between 
the two cases, for the Circular appeared 
only after an article in that paper. More 
anon. 

Lastly, our whole admiration is called 
forth at the spectacle of a grave and Hon- } 
orable Senate proceeding to debate about 
and to vote upon a paper and to condemn 
it without their baving it before them. On 
which occasion they listened with silence 
to Giles while he delivered, if not the 
most impertinent, certainly the most inde- 
cent speech ever heard ina deliberative 
assembly. Verily, our legislation keeps 
pace With our diplomacy.
